SCHOOL  REPORT 


To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Mt.  Vernon: 

The  School  Board  respectfully  submits  the  following- 
report. 

The  length  of  the  school  year  has  been  27  weeks,  making 
an  ag-greg-ate  of  216  weeks  for  all  the  schools,  divided  as 
nearly  as  practicable  into  10,  9  and  8  weeks  for  the  spring-, 
fall  and  winter  terms,  respectively. 

We  give  briefly  the  work  of  each  school  as  follows: 

Village  Primary  School 

The  spring:  and  winter  terms  were  tanght  by  Mrs. 
Annabel  G.  Hall  of  Fayette,  who  had  a  good  degree  of  suc- 
cess in  advancing-  the  interests  of  the  school  while  laboring 
earnestly  to  this  end. 

This  school  requires  and  has  been  fortunate  in  having 
the  services  of  an  experienced  teacher,  one  who  can  tact- 
fully g-overn  and  interest  the  thirty  pupils  in  attendance, 
many  of  whom  are  restless  and  apt  to  neglect  the  concen- 
tration of  thought  upon  their  lessons.  There  was  graduated 
a  class  of  five,  which  entered  the  High  School  at  the  com- 
mencement of  its  school  year,  September  11. 

By  reason  of  the  unavoidable  failure  of  the  teacher,  who 
was  engaged  for  the  fall  term,  to  take  charge,  Miss  Myra  A. 
Webber,  of  this  town  supplied.  She  patiently  and  anxiously 
worked  to  keep  the  school  in  g-ood  condition  and  met  with 
success.    A  g-ood  degree  of  improvement  was  made. 

Robinson  School 

The  spring-  term  was  taught  by  Miss  Doll  C.  Leighton, 
of  this  town.  The  school  was  small  but  good  progress  was 
made. 

The  fall  term  was  under  the  charge  of  Miss  Lizzie  M. 
Leighton  of  this  town.  The  school  was  very  much  the  same 
as  in  the  spring  and  the  results  were  the  same.    Whole  num- 


22 


ber  in  attendance  10;  average  number  8.  No  winter  term 
was.  held,  the  scholars  being  conveyed  to  the  Village  Primary. 

Bean  School 

On  account  of  the  lack  of  school  accommodations  no 
spring  term  was  held,  the  scholars  being  conveyed  to  the 
Cressey  school. 

The  fall  term  commenced  Oct.  8,  in  the  new  schoolhouse 
under  the  instruction  of  Miss  Evangeline  Trefethen  of  Kent's 
Hill,  who  gave  her  best  endeavors  to  this  school.  She  was 
patient  and  forbearing  with  the  pupils,  constantly  exerting  a 
moral  influence,  and  her  earnestness  and  thoroughness  in 
instruction  were  productive  of  good  results  and  we  were 
pleased  with  the  evident  improvement. 

The  winter  term  was  also  under  the  instruction  of  the 
same  teacher  with  same  results.  Number  in  attendance  14; 
average  number  10.5.  Fall  attendance  17;  average  12.8. 
Cressey  scholars  attending  three  weeks. 

Cressey  School 

The  spring  term  was  largely  increased  by  the  at- 
tendance of  the  Bean  scholars  and  a  profitable  term  was  held 
under  the  instruction  of  Miss  Lizzie  M.  Leigh  ton  with  17  in 
attendance.    Average  number  14.8. 

It  was  not  intended  to  hold  a  fall  term,  but  as  only  three 
weeks'  conveyance  could  be  procured,  we  were  obliged  to 
set  up  a  school  for  the  remaining  five  weeks,  which  was  un- 
der the  charge  of  Miss  Signe  Anderson,  of  this  town,  who 
displayed  fine  qualities  for  a  teacher,  although  this  was  her 
first  experience.    Only  five  in  attendance. 

The  winter  term  was  taught  by  Miss  Velma  L.  M.  Gor- 
don.   The  little  school  made  commendable  progress. 

Currier  School 

No  spring  term.  The  fall  term  was  taught  by  Miss  Velma 
L.  M.   Gordon,  a  resident  of  the  neighborhood.    The  eight 
scholars  in  attendance  gave  evidence  of  being  well  taught. 
We  were  much  pleased  with  the  correct  reading  and  spelling. 
.   The  winter  term  was  instructed  by  Miss  Doll  C.  Leigh- 
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ton,  a  teacher  of  experience.  The  results  were  all  that  could 
be  expected  of  so  small  a  school.  Whole  number  attending 
8;  average  number  7.4. 

Wing  School 

The  spring-  term  of  eig-ht  weeks  was  under  the  charge  of 
Miss  Izetta  Royall  of  Readfield.  Miss  Royall  is  a  first-class 
teacher  and  there  was  good  work  done.  We  desired  to  re- 
tain her  services  in  town,  but  she  accepted  a  more  remuner- 
ative position  elsewhere.  Some  difficulty  was  experienced  in 
finding-  a  teacher  for  the  fall  term,  but  finally  Miss  Annie  M. 
Akers  of  Andover  was  procured.  Although  a  stranger,  she 
seemed  to  be  popular  with  the  scholars  and  parents  generally 
and  at  the  written  request  of  the  larger  part  of  the  parents, 
she  was  eng-aged  for  the  winter  term.  This  is  a  very  inter- 
esting- school,  several  showing-  more  than  averag-e  ability  for 
children  so  young-.  Number  in  attendance  17;  averag-e  num- 
ber 16. 

Dunn  School 

The  spring:  term  was  taught  by  Mrs.  Georg-ia  M.  John- 
son of  Readfield,  who  conducted  the  school  in  her  usual  suc- 
cessful manner.  Whole  number  attending  15;  average  num- 
ber 11. 

The  fall  and  winter  terms  of  the  Dunn  school  were  taught  . 
by  Miss  Alice  M.  Hawes  of  Readfield  whom  we  unhesitatingly 
report  as  one  of  our  best  teachers.  She  was  deeply  interested 
in  her  work,  showing  much  ability  and  enthusiasm.  Whole 
number  in  fall  20;  average  number  15.7.  Winter  22; 
average  16.3. 

Thing  School 

The  spring  term  was  under  the  care  of  Miss  Lottie  J. 
Adell  of  Readfield,  who  conducted  the  school  without  much 
friction  and  for  the  most  part  gave  satisfaction. 

Miss  Sarah  O.  Webster  of  Buxton  taught  the  fall  term. 
For  some  reason  not  apparent,  she  did  not  acquire  the  popu- 
larity in  this  school  which  characterized  her  experience  in 
other  places.  She  labored  earnestly  for  the  good  of  the 
school  and  her  work  though  not  fully  appreciated  was  a  sue- 
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cess.  She  is  entitled  to  credit  for  good  discipline  and  for 
outside  work  in  helping  to  obtain  a  fine  clock  and  wall  map 
for  the  schoolroom.    Whole  number  23;  average  17. 

The  winter  term  was  taught  by  Mrs.  Gertrude  G.  Barron 
of  Fayette.  Mrs.  Barron  is  an  experienced  and  efficient 
teacher  and  endeavored  to  impress  upon  the  scholars  the 
necessity  of  faithful  application  to  study.  There  are  several 
in  this  school  who  are  inclined  "to  take  life  too  easy".  Mrs. 
Barron  is  entitled  to  credit  for  good  discipline  and  instruction. 
Number  in  attendance  19;  average  number  16.4. 

West  Mt.  Vernon  School 

The  spring  term  was  taught  by  Miss  Linda  Nickerson  of 
this  town.  She  secured  the  good  will  of  the  scholars  at  once 
and  gave  general  satisfaction.  The  work  in  the  school-room 
was  well-planned,  a  good  degree  of  interest  secured  and  good 
results  obtained.  A  school  improvement  league  was  or- 
ganized and  as  a  result  a  fine  clock  and  wall  map  were  pro- 
cured.   Whole  number  attending  25;  average  number  20. 

The  fall  term  was  under  the  charge  of  Mrs.  Edna  S. 
Fish  of  this  town,  a  teacher  of  experience  and  well  known  in 
this  school.  She  displayed  the  same  ability  and  anxiety  for 
its  interests  which  characterized  her  former  efforts  and 
worked  earnestly  for  its  advancement.  Attendance  27; 
average  number  23.8 

The  winter  term  was  taught  by  Miss  Lizzie  M.  Leighton 
who  had  previously  taught  this  school  with  good  success  and 
this  term's  work  showed  to  good  advantage,  excepting  the 
last  two  weeks  when  several  were  absent  on  account  of  sick- 
ness. This  is  a  good-sized,  interesting  school,  being  ma- 
terially increased  by  pupils  from  Stevens  district  and  town 
of  Fayette  as  in  the  preceding  term.  The  attendance  was 
28,  with  an  average  of  about  21. 

Truancy 

There  have  been  some  chronic  cases  of  truancy  which 
have  been  looked  after  by  the  truant  officer,  W.  B.  Reed. 
We  find  by  referring  to  the  teachers'  registers,  that  several 
of  our  best  citizens  have  kept  their  children  out  of  school  for 
several  days  at  a  time  which  means  a  large  amount  of  ab- 
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sence  for  the  year.  Why  is  this?  We  cannot  answer.  Par- 
ents! here  is  something  for  you  to  consider.  Do  you  favor 
throwing  away  school  money  on  account  of  non-attendance?

The  amount  paid  for  conveyance  may  seem  large,  but  in 
reality  it  is  50%  less  than  would  have  been  the  cost  of  the 
thirty-eight  weeks  of  schooling  we  should  otherwise  have  been 
obliged  to  maintain  in  the  unused  schoolhouses,  including 
the  unavoidable  transportation  of  Bean  scholars  during  the 
spring  term;  also  we  have  allowed  for  transportation  in  two 
cases  for  the  first  time. 

On  account  of  the  increased  length  of  school  year,  the 
increased  cost  of  wood,  and  a  slight  advance  in  teachers' 
wages,  our  expenditures  have  been  more  than  usual  for  the 
common  schools. 
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High  School 

Length  of  school  year  thirty  weeks.  This  school  has 
continued  and  prospered  under  the  instruction  of  Ralph  W. 
Leig-hton,  Esq.,  of  this  town,  this  being-  his  fourth  consecu- 
tive year.  Mr.  Leig-hton  has  had  wonderful  success  in  se- 
curing- and  retaining-  his  popularity  as  a  teacher.  A  gradu- 
ate of  Bowdoin,  he  has  brought  to  this  school  a  fullness  of 
scholarship  which  is  rarely  found  in  country  towns.  We 
give  herewith  the  course  of  study  (indorsed  by  the  State 
Superintendent),  and  the  registration  of  the  school.

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Recommendations 
We  recommend  that  the  town  make  the  following"  usual 
appropriations  for  the  ensuing-  year: 


It  will  readily  be  observed  that  we  cannot  get  along  with 
less  appropriations  than  we  have  recommended.  Material  in 
all  departments  is  higher  and  not  readily  obtainable.  Our 
teaching  force  has  been  the  best  that  could  be  procured  under 
the  circumstances,  and  all  things  considered,  the  school  year 
has  been  prosperous. 

We  recommend  that  young"  teachers  make  more  adequate 
preparation  for  their  work.  More  should  take  advantage  of 
the  opportunities  presented  in  our  State  in  the  way  of  normal 
schools,  teachers  meetings,  state  examinations,  etc.,  and  en- 
deavor to  be  thoroughly  up-to-date.  We  need  such  in  our 
town.  We  are  pained  to  see  the  lack  of  preparation  in  many 
cases  on  the  part  of  the  teacher.  "A  word  to  the  wise  is 
sufficient." 

The  attitude  of  the  citizens  towards  the  school  is  a  very 
important  factor  in  the  results  obtained  by  the  teacher.  Par- 
ents who  cordially  support  the  teacher  do  more  for  the  success 
of  the  school  and  the  welfare  of  their  own  children  than  those 
who  fail  to  recognize  the  fact  that  the  teacher  has  the  same 
authority  in  the  school  as  the  parent  in  the  home. 

In  this  progressive  age,  citizens  should  take  pride  in 
having  the  schools  of  their  town  approach  as  near  modern 
standards  as  possible.  Parents,  teachers  and  pupils  working 
together  with  the  school  officials  may  bring  about  conditions 
which  will  result  in  the  greatest  good.
